For several hours, until a fte r m id­

state of terror, the police being jloav- 
erless. 
The local m ilitia 
w as

out by the m ayor, but w as slow to re- 
sj>oud. 
A t m idnight, however, 
eighty 
men 
assem bled a t the arm ory and w ere sent 
o u t to re-enforce the police. The eighty 
m ilitiam en and the 
police, 
however, 
w ere unable to handle the mob, and it 
w as not until the arriv al of two com­ 
panies from D ayton 
and 
one 
from 
X enia soon a fte r 
m idnight th a t the 
mob could be handled. 
Then, w ith the 
butts of th eir rifles and w ithout firing 
a shot the soldiers pushed the mob 
back both w ays in

street,

F oster street. 
W hen daw n cam e quiet had been re­ 
stored in the negro section, w ith “the 
Ju n g les” still in charge of the m ilitia.

“T he Jungles” is th e nam e given to

V olcano in 
M artinique 
A gain 
V iolent Eruption. 
A Barbados dispatch says that Mont 
Pelee, in M artinique, is again active, and 
the inhabitants of the inland are in ter­ 
ror of a recurrence of the great erup­ 
tions of four years ago. 
Five persons 
are in the hosjiital In F ort de France 
who were struck by falling rocks thrown 
up by the volcano. 
By day a column of 
heavy black smoke several miles high 
rising from the crater was visible thirty 
miles away, and at night the flames could 
be piainly seen at a greater distance. 
The town of St. Pierre, island of M ar­ 
tinique, was destroyed by the eruption of 
Mont Pelee. May 8. 1902, with the loss 
of 25,4)00 lives. 
This was the greatest 
disaster of modern times. 
Only one man, 
who was confined in a dungeon, and a 
few jiersons on the seashore on the out­ 
skirts of the town survived the catastro­ 
phe. 
In 1902, as in tho present year, the 
seismic disturbances had continued for 
several weeks before Mont Pelee showed 
signs of activity. 
Then, on May 5, it 
suddenly burst into violence, pouring out 
great quantities of lava and smoke day 
and night. 
Still there was little alarm, 
as the people of St. Pierre had become 
accustomed to the activity of the volcano. 
At 8 o'clock in tho morning of May 8, 
after the volcano had been quiescent for 
nearly eighteen hours, there was an ex­ 
plosion within Mont Pelee which from a 
new vent on the side of the crater forced 
a great blast of flame down the side of 
the mountain, over the city of Mont Pe­ 
lee and far out over the harbor. 
That fearful blast of flame brought 
death to the inhabitants of St. Pierre. 
Tne town itself was destroyed and the 
flame even destroyed the shipping in the 
harbor, one steamer alone being able to 
escape half burned. 
All this fearful destruction of life and 
projierty camp in an instant, and in an 
instant it was over. 
One breath of (lame 
wiped out the city and people. 
Then for 
days M ont Pelee injured a sea of lava 
and mud down the side of the mountain, 
burying the destroyed city, so that to-day 
only traces of it may be seen. 
The eruption of Sonfriere. the island of 
St. Vincent volcano, occurred at the same 
time. 
H alf the island was devastated by 
floods of burning lava. 
Plantations were 
wiped out and small towns destroyed 
The city of Georgetown itself escaped se­ 
rious ihjury.

tor Storing W ater 
than for Iloanlnic People. 
A lively little Colorado town has been 
sentenced to death. 
It is to have four 
years of grace. 
Then they ar<j going to 
drown it. 
Lyons is a flourishing village 
of about 800 inhabitants, 25 miles from 
Denver, with which it has direct railway 
connection. It was started about 25 years 
ago and seems good for ten times 25 years 
to come. 
It is solidly built, with stone 
church, stone’ houses and public build­ 
ings. 
It has a fire departm ent, a tele­ 
phone system and is piped for w ater and 
for acetylene gas, which it m anufactures. 
It is in the center of a fertile valley, 
raising big crops of alfalfa, wheat, corn, 
sugar beets and fruit. 
Four years from 
now the whole place will be under 240 
feet of water. 
There is only one chink in the hills 
surrounding tho basin where the town is 
built. 
Through this chink flows the St. 
Vrain river. 
The thing is too tempting, 
A dam, 2.04)0 feet long at the top and 
250 feet high at its greatest elevation, 
will close that outlet and store up bill­ 
ions of cubic feet of water. 
A company 
to be capitalized at $5,000,000 is getting 
exceedingly busy and when they have re­ 
modeled that corner of Colorado its own 
M other N ature won’t know It. 


(Inr Trade w ith China Done. 
It. P. Schwerin, vice president of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, who 
has gone to W ashington to testify con­ 
cerning the Chinese exclusion legislation, 
said in an interview that the Chinese 
boycott had practically wiped out Amer­ 
ican trade with the Flowery Kingdom. 
Besides this. his information from trade 
agents in China led him to believe that 
the lives of all Caucasian missionaries 
are in the greatest danger. 
He says that the native chambers of 
commerce, finally aroused by the harsh 
application of our exclusion law. have ap­ 
plied our own weajton, the boycott. 
He 
says the awakening is due largely to the 
work of the Chinese empire reform asso­ 
ciation. a new organization, whose ob­ 
jects are neither anti-foreign nor revo­ 
lutionary, but the reorganization of the 
empire on modern lines and the adapta­ 
tion of western methods of industry. 


I od ast ria I In\anion of Canada. 
A, \\ innipeg, Manitoba, it is reported 
tnat land agents within two months have 
sold 20,000 acres of land in the Cana­ 
dian Northwest to prospective New Eng­ 
land settlers, and that 15,000 settlers are 
ex]>et ted from New York and Ohio this 
sp* mg. This movement probably accounts 
for the large nnraber of farms for sale 
in the Eastern States. 


The finance department of the Japanese 
governm ent finds that the total cost of 
the w ar with R ussia was I,D O ,OOO,OOO 
yen, of which 900,000,000 was for the 
army and 180.0(10.000 for the navy. 
Field Marshal l*ml Roberts, in view 
of the Liberal triumph, has renewed his 
itempaign of warning to the British pub­ 
lic concerning the inadequate 
defenses. 
He urges the adoption of 1,000.004) men 
as a military standard, one-half for the 
defense of India and the other half to 
maintain British prestige in Europe. 
The Venezuelan charge 
d'affaires to 
Paris, now* at London, has been author­ 
ized by President Castro to answer the 
note of Premier Bouvier and to say that 
he holds the French government respon­ 
sible for the assistance of its employes in 
the cable company given to revolutionists. 
He is willing to submit this point to ar­ 
bitration. 
The semi-official returns of the British 
elections indicate the new status of par­ 
ties iu the House of Commons as follows: 
Liberals, 378: Unionists, 154; N ational­ 
ists, 84, and Laborites, 45. 
Out of the 
total IOO are lawyers, 70 are m anufactur­ 
ers : merchants, GO; ex-army officers, 45; 
solicitors, 34; journalists, 29; ship own­ 
ers, 20; authors, 19: mine owners, IO; 
doctors, It), and brewers, IO. 
Nearly all 
of the Laborites were wage earners. 
Rev. S. P. Little, who has just re­ 
turned from the Episcopal mission at 
Hankow, China, says that the revolution­ 
ary party, agitated by young men who 
have been at the university of Japan, is 
seeking to drive China into a conflict 
w’ith the powers in the hope of establish­ 
ing a republican form of government. 
Their motto is ‘‘China for the Chinese.” 
Dr. Little thinks that the Japanese are 
as much alarmed over the situation as 
are the Americans. 
Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the 
new Liberal premier, won his first victory 
in the commons Wednesday, when 
the 
opposition amendment against the home 
rule policy for Ireland was rejected by 
the tremendous m ajority of 400 to 88. 
In answering the 
opjiosition, 
Jam es 
Bryce, chief secretary for Ireland, said 
that home rule had no terrors for him, 
and that he had not departed from the 
j>rinciples of Gladstone. 
Self-government 
for Ireland was the mandate of the peo­ 
ple. 
A provisional commercial 
agreement 
with the United States was approved by 
the Reichstag Thursday, by a large ma­ 
jority. 
Chancellor von Buelow said that 
the United States has no claim to the 
most favored treatm ent, but that 
Ger­ 
many granted it in order to gain time for 
permanent treaty negotiations, and be­ 
cause it was desirable to avoid a tariff 
war. 
Thus America gets the same priv­ 
ileges that after March I go into effect 
under the new 
German tariff law’ for 
Italy. Belgium. Roumania, Servia. Swit­ 
zerland, A ustria-Ilungary and Russia. 


The French proposition made through 
private channels direct to Berlin that the 
officers for policing Morocco should be 
French nail Spanish was definitely re­ 
jected by order of the German emperor, 
whose representatives said it was con­ 
trary to the principles of internationaliza­ 
tion and equality of the powers in Mo­ 
rocco. 
At Baris it was stated that the 
French government would go no further, 
and a1! private negotiations were called 
off. 
The impression prevailed in Euro­ 
pean capials, however, that war would 
not be the outcome in any event unless 
the Kaiser willed it. 


Unofficial information from Pekin and 
other Chinese cities received by the State 
Department at Washington indicate that 
the present agitation is likely to be more 
formidable than the Boxer ionising of 
194K4. 
The attitude of the Chinese gov­ 
ernment is something of a mystery, al­ 
though it has kept within the letter of 
its obligations. 
The viceroy of Foochow 
has been ordered to execute the leader 
of the Changpu mob, and to punish se­ 
verely the others concerned at that point. 
The British government has 
demanded 
full compensation for the property of the 
Presbyterian mission so destroyed. Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt is said to be in favor of 
sending another regiment to the Philip­ 
pines. and the W ar Department is active­ 
ly engaged in rushing supplies to Manila 
to be used in the event of a Chinese cam­ 
paign. 


The program of constitutional reform 
for Russia has reached its final stage of 
discussion by the cabinet. 
It places leg­ 
islative flower in the hands of the douma, 
the council of the empire and the em­ 
peror, all of which must give assent to 
make any law valid. 
The emperor may 
dissolve the dounia at any time, hut elec­ 
tions must be held within four months. 
The word “unlimited" is to lie left out 
of the clause defining the emperor’s pow­ 
er. 
Gradually the government appears 
to be getting control of affairs in the 
B altic provinces, but unofficial rej^orts 
say that a fresh revolt begins as soon as 
a body of soldiers leaves any one point. 
There appears to have been a resumption 
of the mutiny among the Russian troops 
at Vladivostok. 
All engines and cars on 
the railroad had been seized. And many 
stations plundered. The native population 
is known to be on the verge of starvation 
from repeated maraudings of the soldiery, 
and a general uprising is feared.

CONGRESS" 


Senator Foraker’s speech opposing rail­ 
way rate legislation occupied three hours 
of the session of the Senate Wednesday. 
A further discussion of the railroad land 
grant in Indian Territory followed, with 
the result that a resolution was passed 
extending the tribal government of the 
five civilized tribes until March 4, 1907. 
An executive session was had at 4 :15 p. 
rn., but the doors were reopened ten min­ 
utes later and the remainder of the day 
was devoted to the passage of private pen­ 
sion bills. 
The army apjiropriation oc­ 
cupied the attention of the House, but 
its consideration was not completed. The 
discussion was marked by a controversy 
between the members of the appropria­ 
tions and m ilitary committees over the 
amounts carried in the bill, and honors 
were about evenly divided. 
A proposed 
amendment to jiay $5,000 each to the 
widows of two San Francisco firemen 
who lost their lives in the recent fire on 
the transport Meade was ruled out of or­ 
der. 
Provision for more than 300 clerks 
employed in the staff and at army divis­ 
ion headquarters also went out when it 
WMS shown that there was no authority in 
law for their employment. 
A resolution 
was adopted calling on the Postmaster 
General for all information on which he 
based his order withholding the rights and 
privileges of the mails from the People’s 
United States Bank of St. Louis. 


The discussion of the railroad rate 
question was continued in the Senate 
Thursday by Mr. Dolliver, who sjjoke in 
support of the Dolliver-Hepburn bill. The 
remainder of the session was devoted to 
the bill providing for the settlement of 
the affairs of the five civilized tribes of 
Indians after the termination of their 
tribal relations. 
No action was taken. 
The House passed the army appropriation 
bill, carrying about $119,000,000. 
Provis­ 
ion for a cable ship for the Atlantic coast 
and for a ship for mine planting on the 
Pacific was eliminated on points of order. 
The powder trust came in for an attack 
in the debate, apd an attem pt by Demo­ 
crats to have the government begin the 
m anufacture of its own jiowder consumed 
considerable time, but met with defeat. 
The Foraker bill providing for the mark­ 
ing of graves of Confederate dead in the 
North was passed unanimously. The Sen­ 
ate joint resolution continuing the tribal 
government of the five civilized tribes of 
Indians in Indian Territory until their 
property shall have been disposed of was 
abreed to, 


The Senate Friday passed the bill pro­ 
viding for the settlement of the affairs of 
the five civilized tribes of Indians. 
Un­ 
der the guise of considering the measure, 
practically the entire session was given 
over to a discussion of the railroad ques­ 
tion, raised by Mr. La Follette’s propos­ 
ed amendment to the Indian bill prohibit­ 
ing railroad companies and their stock­ 
holders from acquiring the coal lands in 
the territory. 
This amendment, together 
with all the Indian committee’s amend­ 
ments, was laid on the table. 
At 5 : 3 2 p. 
rn. the Senate went into executive session 
and at 5:40 adjourned until Monday. The 
first private claims session of this Con­ 
gress occupied 
the 
House, twenty-five 
bills being passed, all for small amounts. 
Opposition to many of the measures ac­ 
counted for the 
small 
number 
put 
through. Five which were reiiorted favor­ 
ably by the committee went over because 
there was no quorum at 5 :30 p. rn., when 
th.' House adjourned until Monday. 


In the Senate Monday numerous hills 
on th-' calendar were passed, among them 
being one appropriating $100,000 to pay 
the expenses of the delegates to the third 
annual conference of American States, 
one providing for compulsory education in 
the D istrict of Columbia and another reg­ 
ulating the selection of officers in the 
revenue cutter service. 
Senator Knox 
submitted extracts from the railroad laws 
of several States. 
At 3:30 o'clock the 
.statehood bill was taken up and read and 
then Mr. Nelson resumed his discussion 
of tho measure. Legislation by unanimous 
consent under suspension of the rules en­ 
abled the House to pass several bills of 
considerable importance. 
A resolution of 
inquiry as to whether any criminal pros­ 
ecutions have been inaugurated in the 
Northern Securities case was 
adopted 
after some heated debate. 
Mr. Shackel­ 
ford of Missouri attacked the concentra­ 
tion of power in the hands of the Sjieak- 
er in a speech on a bridge bill. 
The 
Senate measure providing for a delegate 
to Congress from Alaska was passed. A 
hill providing 
for 
the 
expenditure of 
$200,000 instead of $50,000 for the pur­ 
chase of metal for nickels and pennies and 
providing for the minting of these coins 
ar D elver, New Orleans and San F ran­ 
cisco was jiassed.

In each 
of th ese one lot of steers received oat 
straw , orchard grass, hay and clover 
for roughage. 
One of th e two lots re­ 
ceived corn m eal as the concentrated 
food, w hile th e o th er lot was fed corn 
and cob m eal. 
The steers in each 
bunch w ere of th e sam e quality, the 
feed and care w ere alike excepting 
the grain foods, w hich w ere as tioted; 
likew ise th e quantity of grain food 
received by each lot for the period 
w as the sam e. 
In 
both cases the steers getting 
corn and cob m eal m ade a little bet­ 
te r daily gain than the steers getting 
pure corn m eal, and the total gains 
for the lots w ere about the sam e.

Sm oad tell how the age of young c a t­ 
tle m ay be told by looking a t their 
teeth ? 
A young cow, w hich I pur­ 
chased th is fall, is said by her form er 
ow ner to be only th ree years old, but 
she has eig h t wide front teeth 
th e 
corner ones not quite so long perhaps 
as th e others. 
T he incisors of c a d e are eight in [ 
num ber w hen th e anim al is one year 
of age. 
Soon afte r th at, in grow thy 
breeds or early m aturing breeds, the 
cen tre pair begin to get very loose 
(please note th at at all tim es th ese 
teeth are m obile— loose); but these 
cen tre ones becom e m ore so than the 
others, aud a t any tim e from fourteen 
to tw enty m onths of age they are 
pushed out and replaced by perm an­ 
en t ones. 
Soon a fte r tw o y ears of 
age it is the sam e w ith the next pair, 
and by th e tim e th e anim al is th ree 
y ears of age it has six fully developed 
teeth, as a rule, w ith th e fourth pair 
loosening. 
Now, if your heifer was 
th ree y ears old in F ebruary or M arch 
it would be nothing stra n g e a t all for 
th e fourth pair to have shed and to 
have been replaced by th e last pair. 
You and others m ust alw ays keep in 
m ind th a t all anim als do not shed 
th eir teeth alike. 
No one can for a 
positive ce rtain ty tell 
th e 
age 
of 
horses, ca ttle or sheep by th e teeth. 
T heir shedding is in general as sta t­ 
ed, 
subject 
to 
variations.— C.

m ence at one side and tam p till w ater 
show s on top. 
G reat ca re m ust be 
used in m ixing and w etting. 
Mix hot 
stuff, one of cem ent to th ree paris 
of sh arp sand, and tam p one-half 
inch on top of grout as fast as grout 
is put la, so th a t they m ay both set 
to g eth er in one solid block. Finish 
w ith a wooden float; should the sur-

L. A. Stockwell, of Indianapolis, a 
United States land man, who made an 
extensive tour of Inspection 
in 
the 
West. wrote the following article, un­ 
der date of Jan. 8, for an Indiana pub­ 
lication : 
“States.”—In this letter I propose to 
show by extracts from my note book 
th at thousands who have come up here 
from the “States” have succeeded far 
beyond their most sanguine expecta­ 
tion*. 
Mr. N. E. Beauuiiink, of Brazil, Ind., 
was earning $100 per month with a 
coal company. At about the age of 40 
he had saved about $3,000. 
Four years 
ago he landed near Hanley, Sask. lie 
now owns 450 acres of land.

In February, 1902, J. G. Smith & 
Bro. w’ere weavers in a big cotton mill

they arrived in Wapella, Sask., with 
only $750 between thorn. Th^ey were so 
“green” and inexperienced th at all they 
could earn the first summer w’as $6.00 
I>er month, and the first w inter they 
had to work for their board. The next 
year, 1903, they took homesteads, and 
by working for neighbors they got a 
few acres broken out, ujMin which the 
next year they raised a few hundred 
bushels of wheat and oats. 
They also 
bought a team aud broke out 
about 
sixty neres more. In 1905 they threshed 
1.700 bushels of wheat from 
it, and 
1,300 bushels of oats.

being then assured, they borrowed some 
money, built a good house, barn and 
implement shed, and bought a cream 
separator, etc. They now have a dozen 
cows, some full-blooded pigs and chick­ 
ens, good teams and

Here are three oases se- 
tooted from my note liook from among 
a score of others. 
One a mine boss, 
one a farm er, and one a factory oper­ 
ator. 
W ith each of them I took tea 
and listened to their story. 
“ I hoped 
to better my condition,” said one. 
“I 
thought in time I might make a home,” 
said another. 
“ I had high expecta­ 
tions,” said the other, and all said that 
“ I never dreamed it possible to succeed 
as I have.” 
I.i k e A r a b i a n A iizh ta . 
Everywhere, on the .trains, at the 
hotels and in family. I have been told 
of successes that reminded me more 
of the stories in the Arabian Nights 
than of this matter-of-fact, workaday 
world. 
Yields of wheat from 35 to 53 
bushels per arn*, and of oats of from 
60 to loo bushels, are numerous in ev­ 
ery locality and well authenticated. At 
Moose Jaw, Lethbridge. Calgary, Ed­ 
monton, Regina, Brandon, Hanley and 
many intermediate places I saw cattle 
and young horses fat as your grajn-fed 
animals of the “States” th at had never 
tasted grain, aud whose cost to their 
owners was almost nothing. At Mooso- 
mln I saw a train load of 1.400 steers 
en route to England, that were slinky 
fat, raistnl as above stated. If the older 
generation of farm ers in Indiana, who 
have spent their lives in a contest with 
lags and stumps, as did their fathers 
before them, could see 
these 
broad 
prairies dotted with comfortable homes, 
large red barns, and straw piles innu­ 
merable, and the thriving towns, with 
their towering elevators jammed to the 
roof w ith "No. I hard,” aud then re 
member th at four or five years ago 
these plains were tenantless but for 
the badger and coyote, they would m ar­ 
vel at the transform ation. Then if they 
followed the crowds as they emerged 
from the trains and hurried to the 
land offices, standing in line until their 
respective turns to be waited on came, 
and saw with what rapidity these lands 
are being taken, they would certainly 
catch the “disease” and want some of 
it too. 
If these lands are beautiful, in 
m idwinter with their long stretches of 
yellow stubble standing high above the 
snow, what must they be in summer 
time when covered with growing or 
ripening grain? Speaking of w inter re­ 
minds me that our 
Hoosier 
friends 
shrug their shoulders when they read 
In the Chicago and Minneapolis dailies 
of the temj>eratitre up here. 
The Ca­ 
nadian 
literature, with it§ pictures, 
half-tones and statistics, gives a good 
idea of her resources, but thirty or 
forty degrees below zero sounds dan­ 
gerous to a Hoosier, who nearly freezes 
in a tem perature of five above, csjk*- 
cially when accompanied by a wind, as 
it often is: but the fact is, when it is 
very cold here it is still, and the air 
being dry the cold is not felt as it is 
in our lower latitudes, where there is 
more humidity in the atmosphere. 
I 
ani 56, and I never saw a finer winter 
than the one I ain san d in g up here. 
I 
arrived in Winnipeg Nov. 9. and have 
not had the bottoms of my overshoes 
wet since I entered Canada. 
Under a 
cloudless sky I have ridden in sleighs 
nearly a thousand miles, averaging a 
drive every other day.. Stonemasons 
have not lost a week’s time so far this 
winter. Building of all kinds goos right 
ahead in every city and 
hamlet, as 
though w inter were never heard of.

Lieutenant General John M. Scofield, 
U. S. A., retired, former bead of the 
army, died at St. Augustine, Fla., Sun­ 
day night. 
He was attacked Sunday 
morning with cerebral hemorrhage. H is 
w ife and young daughter were with 
him. 
Ile was born in New York seventy- 
four years ago. 
His father, a clergy­ 
man, removed to Illinois when his son 
was 12 years old, and John went to 
West Point as a cadet from Freeport, 
111. 
He graduated from West Point in 
1853, standing seventh in the class, 
which included among 
its 
members 
Generals 
McPherson, 
Sheridan, 
Sill. 
Terrill, R. O. Tyler, and tile Confeder­ 
ate Hood. 
When the war broke out he was 
serving as professor of 
physics 
at 
W ashington University, St. Louis, a f­ 
ter many years of service iii the South. 
He promptly entered the volunteer ser­ 
vice of 
Missouri, and In November, 
1861, he was appointed brigadier gen­ 
eral of volunteers. 
For several months 
iii 1862 he commanded the district of 
the Missouri. 
Iii the early part of the next year he 
organized aud commanded the army of 
the Frontier, which saw nard fighting 
in Missouri and Arkansas. 
He went 
back again iii 1863 to the command of 
the Department of the Missouri, which 
he retained until Jail. 31, 1804.

In 1882 he returned to the 
Pacific department to relieve General 
Sheridan, in command of the Depart­ 
ment of the Missouri. 
He was made lieutenant general just 
before his retirement iii 1895. 


Some Curloaa Early I.aw* for It* 
Reiralaf Ion. 
Some of the early Jaws for the regula­ 
tion of slavery in what is now Illinois 
were curious and interesting. 
In Prof. 
N. Dwight Harris* book on the subject 
the author says that in 1803 it was found 
necessary to provide some legal status for 
the numerous indentured negroes. 
“Un­ 
der the provisions of this code all male 
negroes under 15 years of age. either own­ 
ed or acquired, must serve till the age 
of 35; women till 32. 
Children born to 
persons of color during the period of ser­ 
vice could also be bound out—the boys 
for thirty years and the girls for twenty- 
eight. 
All slaves brought into the terri­ 
tory were obliged to serve the full term 
of their contracts.” 
Slaves were easily 
imposed upon. “Most of the settlers own­ 
ed slaves and were anxious to get as 
much service out of them as possible. 
They registered them for periods of serv­ 
itude far in excess of the legal lirnir, 
many being booked to serve from forty to 
sixty and even ninety-nine years. Ninian 
Edwards, the first Governor of the terri­ 
tory. registered his slaves as follows: 
Rose, 23 years of age, for thirty-five 
years; Antony, 40 years old, for fifteen 
years; Maria, 15, for forty-five years; 
Jesse, 23, for thirty-five years. 
The ig­ 
norant negroes were deceived into believ­ 
ing that it wa* right to bind themselves 
for such long periods. Even at this early 
day kidnaping‘had begun. 
Negroes whose 
terms of service were about to expire 
were seized and carried off to the South 
and sold into servitude more wretched 
than before. 
The hiring of negroes lo 
work in salt mines, legalized by statute 
in ISI4. served as a pretext for holding 
slaves iii other parts of the State. 
To 
roll a barrel of salt once a year or to 
put salt into a salt cellar was sufficient 
excuse.’ says Gov. Flower, ‘for any man 
to hire a si five and to raise a field of 
corn.' ” 
Wholesome food, sufficient cloth­ 
ing and lodging were to be provided for 
each slave. 
The outfit for a servant was 
enumerated as follows: “A coat, waist­ 
coat, a pair of breeches, one pair of shoes, 
two pairs of stockings, a hat and a blan­ 
ket.” 
No provision was made for a fu­ 
ture increase and there was no penaPy 
for failure to provide the original outfit. 
Lazy or indifferent servants might, on an 
order from the justice of the county, be 
punished by whipping.

savings deposits reported by the Sea ie 
banks of the city in response to the call 
of the auditor of public accounts rn Jan­ 
uary, 1005, was $128,451,481. 
The total 
reported in response to the call in Jan­ 
uary, 1906, was $146,991,357. There was 
an increase in savings accounts during 
the year of $18,539,870, or about lo pe. 
cent. 
This shows commendable thrift on 
the part of Chicago wage earners. 
And. 
of course, the cash they put into^ the 
banks is not all of their year s saving*. 
Many of them bought or made payments 
on their homes and put money into other 
investments. 
The choice of investments 
for their savings has always been a hard 
problem for wage earners. 
Its difficulty 
has been increased recently by scandals 
which have made clear the extreme^ un­ 
profitableness of the so-called “participat­ 
ing” life insurance which has absorbed 
so many millions in small amounts with­ 
in the last twenty years. 
Experience 
seems to prove conclusively that, gener­ 
ally speaking, the best place to put and 
keep savings is in the savings bank. 
It 
seldom offers more than 3 per cent inter­ 
est. but good laws and good banking meth­ 
ods make it practically certain that the 
interest will be promptly paid and that 
the principal will not be lost. which is 
more than can be said for almost any 
other investment that is open to all peo­ 
ple of small means. 
The State banks of 
Chicago disbursed about $2,000,000 on 
the occasion of the semi-annual payment 
of interest on savings deposits in Jan­ 
uary.

fury before warning could Im* given to 
the inhabitants of the islands.
